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NOT AN ACT OF WAR. 


How Europe Views the Landing of 
2 British Troops at Sigri. 


THE MOVE MUST HAVE RECEIVED THE 
SANCTION OF TURKEY. 


Late Constantinople Advices Contradict 
Earlier Reporte of the Mitylene Inci- 
dent—Germany is Calm—France Thinks 
England Has Shown a Weak Hand— 
Russia not Heard From. 


Loxvpox, Sept. 15.—The public are anxiously 
awaiting a distinct official denial or admis- 
sion of the news about the seizure of 
Mitylene. 80 far the denials have been qual- 
med ina way that implies a foundation for 
the story. advices from Berlin and Vienna 
state that the news was received with amaze- 
ment in Government circles, followed bya 
lively use of the wire in connection with the 
jegations at Constantinople. The Berlin 
Government, from all that can be learned, 
anticipated war at an early date, but did not 
think that it would originate at the Dar- 
danelles. The Dardanelles’ question, it was 
thought, would be settled by diplomacy, and 
the Franco-Prussian, or Austro- Russian 
frontier would witmess the first great en- 


counter. 

In semi-official circles in London, Ena- 
giand’s act in taking possession of a post on 
a Turkish Island, is not regarded as an act of 
war, from the fact that it is not for a moment 
supposed that this movement was made 
without the consent of the Sultan. It was 
hinted in dispatches from Constantinople 
some Gays ago that harmony between Sir 
Viullam White and the Sultan had been com- 
pletely restored. This would imply that 
some secret understanding bad been arrived 
at by which England would be guaranteed 
advantages sought in the Dardanelles and 
which would enable her to checkmate Rus- 
sia’s Gesigns. 

The report telegraphed from Athens that 
thirteen British men-of-war had landed 
a large force of marines and be- 
that the work of fortifying the 
island of Mitylene aboutthe portof Sigri is 
not wholly credited. In fact, the general 
opinion is that the occupation of Sigriis but 
a makeshift or bluff pending further dipio- 
matic conference on Russia’s rights in the 
Hellespont. 

It is argued that if England really meant to 
dispute the passage of Russian vessels 
through the straits, her ships would dave 
seized the little island of Tenedas, of which 
she could make a second Gibraltar, and from 
where her guns could sweepthe narrow en- 
trance to the straits 

But the gravity of the situa tion lies in the 
factthat Russia may not take this view of 
the occupation of Mitylene and her move- 
ments to further strengthen her position, in 
view of the turnin affairs, may hasten the 
climax of war.

VICTIM OF INTRIGUE. 


A REACTION HAS TAKEN PLACE IN THE MIND 
OF THE SULTAN. 

Viewna, Sept. 15.—The Political Correspond- 
ence Of this city, as an explanation of the re- 
ported occupation of Milylene by the British 
fleet, says that a reaction has occurred in the 
Sultan’s mind, and that he has recognized 
that he has been the ‘‘victim of shameless 
intrigue. The same paper adds that the 
Sultan, no longer suspicious that a plot 
against his life is in existence, has 
requested an audience of the British Minister, 
Sir Wm. White, and of others in order to 
learn the truth in regard to recent oc- 
currences in which the Turkish Empire is in- 
terested. It is also asserted that the ap- 
pointment of Djemiled Din, whose promotion 
to Sheik Ul Islam was only announced on 
Sept. 3, when the Sultan dismissed his Grand 
Vizier, Hamel Pacha, and six members of his 
cabinet, one of the chief Russophile intriguers 
to the Governorship of Crete, is regarded as 
being tantamount to banishment and dis- 
grace for that official. 


WAR ECHOES. 


ITALY URGED TO PREPARE FOR THE IMPENDING 
CONFLICT. 

Lowpon, Sept. 15.—A Rome dispatch says: 
The Heercito contains an article, supposed to 
have been inspired by the Minister of War, 
which predicts an outbreak of war during the 
coming winter and urges the Government to 
take active steps to prepare the army and 
navy forit. The article is supposed to be 
the prelude to a demand fora military credit. 

An Austrian spy named Krasnicki captured 
at Keiff has been sentenced to be transported 
to Siberia, and three Russians who were his 
accomplices have each been sentenced to 
eight years’ penal servitude, Krasnick! 
bribed a man attached to the staff of the 
eleventh army corps to purioin military 
documents. 

The German army maneuvers have proved 
more successful than those of last year, for 
the reason that the troops are more accus- 
tomed to their novel weaponsand to the 
smokeless powder. Atfirst it required the 
utmost care and watchfulness on the part of 
the officers to prevent the men from being 
demoralized by the smokeless powder, which 
they were unableto understand. But now 
this peculiar feeling is generally overcome, 
and the new recruits are steadied by the ex- 
ample of the older men. The Kaiser has 
stated his entire satisfaction with the condi- 
tion of the troops. 


GLENDENNING AND MIX. 


They Are Held for Criminal Liability 
With John Bardsley. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., Sept. 15.—Judges Fell 
and Gordon, sitting as committing magis- 
trates in the Criminal Court, to-day heard 
evidence in the possession of District Attor- 
ney Graham against the banking and broker- 
age firm of Robert Glendenning & Co. on the 
question of their criminal liability with Treas- 
urer John Bardsley in the unlawful con- 
version of the public money. At the con- 
clusion of the presentation of the evidence 
the court decided it was sufficient, and war- 
rants for the arrest of Robert Glendenning and 
Geo. H. Huhn, comprising the firm, were at 
once issued. Ball for their appearance at 
court was fixed at $10,00. Mr. Glendenning 
and Mr. Huhn, who were present, at once 
entered bail. Owing to the refusal of ex- 
City Treasurer John Bardsiey to _ tes- 
tify the District Attorney was compelled 
for the present to abandon his 
case against Auditor-General McCamant and 
Cashier Livesy. The court further decided 
that evidence possessed by the District At- 
torney was not sufficient to warrant the ar- 
rest on the charge of conspiracy of the Presi- 
dents of the different national banks that 
are alleged to have paid Bardsley interest 
on his deposits. The District Attorney was 
vdvised to abandon the case against them. 


A WORLD’S LABOR CONGRESS. 


Cardinal Manning Believes it Will Help 
International Peace.

STUCK ON POSTS. 


The Heads of Rebel Yemen Distributed 
About Turkish Ports. 


MIDNIGHT SLAUGHTER OF A SLEEPING 
CAMP BY TURKISH TROOPS. 


The Inhabitants of Yemen Submit to the 
Sultan—Intense Distress in the Volga 
Province—Women and Children Wan- 


dering About Shrieking for Food— 
Foreign News. 


Lorpor, Sept. 15.—A dispatch from Aden, 
Arabia, says that the heads of the conquered 
Yemen rebels have been distributed about 
the various Turkish ports in Arabia and stuck 
on posts for the edification of the inhabit- 
ants. AtSana, whichisa great trading cen- 
ter, no less than fifteen heads are on exhibi- 
tion in various stages of decay. It appears 
that Ahmed Rushedi, the Turkish command- 
er, surprised a large rebel force while they 
were asleep and keeping a poor watch. He 
slaughtered them without mercy, taking no 
male prisoners, and the dead who had been 
leaders in the revolt were decapitated. The 


interior tribes remain unsubdued, but the 


inhabitants of Yemen have all submitted to 
the Sultan. 


SHRIEKING FOR FOOD. 


DISTRESS IN THE VOLGA PROVINCE—EXILES IN 
SIBERIA. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 15.—The distress in 
the Volga Province is intense. In Penza 
women and children wander about almost 
exhausted, shrieking for food in the market 
places. The Governor of Saratov remarks 
that children are the worst factor in such a 
crisis as this. All existing charities and Red 
Cross societies are doing their best. Russian

EXILES IN SIBERIA. 
Any exiles in Siberia, save those who are in 
close imprisonment for high crimes, may 
now take a section of land, equivalent to 
about twenty-five English acres, and culti- 
vate it fortheir own use. The exiles thus 
favored must report at the nearest police 
Office at least once in every three months 
and cannot depart, except as fugitives, in 
the immediate jurisdiction. 


FEELING IN FRANCE. 


ENGLAND HAS SHOWN A WEAK HAND IN THE 
SIGRI INCIDENT. 


Paris, Sept. 15.—Outside of financial circles 
the feeling here with regard to the reported 
occupation bya British naval force of the 
port of Sigri seems generally to bea one of 
content withthe situation. England, it is 
considered, has shown her hand to bea weak 
one by her failure to make the momentous 
demonstration which she ts reported to ‘have 
made at Sigri, miles nearer tothe Sea 
©iMarmora. If the English Government has 
taken the action attributed to it, 
why, it is asked, did not the Government 
supplement the occupation of Sigri dy the 
seizure of the island of Tenmedos, a 
course which would have placed the British 
power at the mouth of the Dardanelles with 
Mitylene to protect the rear. As it is, En- 
giand appears in the eyes of Frenchmen as 
tentatively casting about for the support and 
forward mandate of the Dreibund, and being 
by no means sure of receiving either. 

It is stated that the Credit Foncier has 
taken up the new Russian loan.

TROUBLE OVER THE PROSECUTION OF A BOY 
IN INDIA. | 


Lorpos, Sept. 15.—A dispatch from Madras 
says that considerable indi tion has been 
stirred up in India by t prosecution ofa 
boy who setup a phallic 1 ge before a hut 
which was in course of erection. The boy 
was arrested and senten to tmprison- 
ment. The sentence has called forth a loud 
and earnest protest on the ground that the 
boy was innocent of any indecent intention 
and only meant to follow the religious forms 
taght by his ancestors, phallic worship still 
having many followers in Southern India. 
Some action will be taken in England, if not 
in Inaia, to have the boy released. The in- 
terference with native customs and religion 
has been carried to a greater extent under 
Lord Lansdowne than under any previous 
viceroy and has attracted a corresponding 
degree of hatred for the officials in charge 
and for the Government that sustains them. 


CHOLERA IN ASIATIC TURKEY.

HOLD YOUR WHEAT. ' 


The Circular Sent Out at the Expense of 


St. Pat., Minn., Sept, 15.—It has been said 
in general business and grain circles that the 
last million copies of the Hold your wheat 
circulars are being circulated at the expense 
ofthe Minneapolis mills.

The 
managers of the elevators all charge the 
mills with paying the bills for sending out 
the circulars. Some ot them even go so far 
as to charge Charles A. Pillsbury, manager 
of the English syndicate milis, with the au- 
thorship of the last circular. 


THE OHIO TOBACCO CROP. 

DarTor, O., Sept. 15.—If Killing frost does 
not come before the 20th inst., growers will 
have in the sheds the greatest tobacco crop 
that the Miami Valley ever produced, and of 
excellent quality. The lowest estimate is 
80,000 cases of Spanish, 20,000 cases of seed 
leaf, and 10,000 cases of Dutch; total, 60,000 
cases. That will bringan average of 7 cents 
per pound, $25 per case, a total of $1,500,000 
to the farmers of Starke, Miami, Greene, 
Montgomery, Preble and Warren Counties. 
Spanish tobacco is all in shed and curing sat - 
isfactorily. Dutch and seed-leaf tobacco are 
in the fleld and still growing. 


MICHIGAN’S WHEAT CROP.

NO MERCY FOR THEM 


The Gilliland Brothers Lynched by a Mob 
at Somerset, Ky. 


FRIENDS AND NEIGHBORS AVENGE THE 
MOURDER OF SHERIFF M’CARGUE, 


The Lynchers Refuse to Hear Any Confes- 
sions and Hang the Men to Convenient 
Trees— The Assassination of Sheriff 
McCargue—Fitzsimmons, the Murderer 
of Detective Gilkinson, Escapes. 


SOMERSET, Ky., Sept. 15.—Sherif? McCargue 
has been avenged. The Gilliland brothers, 
James H. and Josiah, were taken from jail by 
a mob last night and hanged. At midnight a 
body of men numbering fifty or more gath- 
ered in the Court-house square. They were 
mostly strangers, and as far as could 
de ascertained came from White- 
ly and Laurel Counties, many of them 
being friends and neighbors of the assassin- 
ated Sheriff. They came quietly and little 
talking was done. As they stood in groups 
under the shadows of the trees in the court- 
yard, the man who seemed to be the leader 
passed about among the crowd and whis- 
pered, 1 o’clock.’’ As the hour indicated 
approached the men silently strode out of 
the yard and round to the front door of the 
jall. 

At this door stood a guard ot ten men in 
charge of Chief of Police Anderson. The 
leader of the mob, who were all well armed 
with Winchesters and shot-guns, halted his 
men, and commanded the police to stand 
aside. Tothis the chief demurred, and a 
short parler ensued. Convinced that 
an attempt to defend the jail 
would be a useless task, the officer and his 
men finally surrendered to the jvigilantes, 
who demanded the keys of the cells from 
Jaller Shepherd, who had been called to the 
door by the unusual noise on the outside. He 
refused to give up the keys, but was soon 
overpowered. 

Then came the rush of the mob for their 
victims. Their cells were soon found, opened 
and the two brothers dragged to the ° 
They fought for their lives with desperatign, 
but were hustled along, each witha 
about his neck, cursed and kicked by the 
mob, until convenient trees were reached 
when without waste of time they were strung 
up and ieft to hang, until their bodies are 
removed by the Ooroner to-day. 

James H. Gilliland was a tall blonde man, 
with a light moustache, blue heavy-set eyes. 
His younger brother, Josiah, was a slight, 
smooth-faced lad of WD summers. James 
protested innocence to the last, and bis last 
words were: ‘‘I am dying for another’s 
crime. He tried to utter ashort prayer, 
but was interrupted by one of the mob, who 
told him to Die telling the truth. Don’t die 
with a lie on your ups. He is the one that 
is supposed to have fired the fatal shot, and 
many crimes have been laid at his door. 
Josiah protested his innocence, but acted as 
if he wanted totell something. But the mob 
was not in the mood to listento confes- 
sions.

The “Commercial-Advertiser” Building 
Destroyed by Fire This Morning. 


Sliding Down the Fire Escapes Through 
the Dense Smoke—The Loss Heavy 
Burning of a Hosiery Factory at Oin- 
cinnati — Destructive Prairie Fires 


New Yorx, Sept. 15.—Fire broke out in the 
old Commercial Advertiser building on the 
southwest corner of Fulton and Nassau 
streets at 9:15 this morning. In fifteen min- 
utes the flames had gained such headway 
that they were beyond control. Flames were 
first seen to burst from the windows on the 
door occupied by Gibbs’ tailoring establish- 
ment. There were many people in the bulld- 
ing, and some of them had to slide down the 
fire-escape for life through the dense smoke. 
It is velleved that all escaped. Dense 
clouds of black smoke rolled 
up from the fre, attracting 
crowds of people who filled the side streets 
and surged madty into Fulton street giving 
the police all they could do to keep a space 
clear for the fremen. From the first it was 
seen that nothing could save the building, 
and the attention of the firemen was devoted 
to saving adjoining property. Inthe tailor 
shop of John Gibbs, where the fire is under- 
stood to have started, the people came down 
stairs any way and every way to getout. On 
the second and third floors was the printing 
Office of Douglass Taylor. There were heavy 
presses on both floors and as the flames 
spread up through the air shaft, the oll- 
soaked floor and the presses became ignited 
and blazed up like so much tinder. 

The occupants on the ground floor were Ira 
Perego 4 Co., John Simpson 4 Co and a 
clothing firm on the corner of Nassau and 
Fulton streets. Onthe second floor were J. 
Gibbs, tailor, and Dougiass Taylor, printer, 
who also occupied the third floor. The store 
was occupied by jewelersand opticians. On 
the fifth noor was M. Thorn, clock mana- 
facturer; Lockmeyer, Usuer & Remer and 
Snyder, printers; also, W. B. Beach, brother 
of the owner of the building. The sixth floor 
was unoccupied. The fact that there were 
heavy printing presses on the second 
and third floors and that they 
were expected to fall through the floors 
greatly hindered the work of the firemen 
who, mindful of the Park place disaster, 
hesitated to get too near the blase. There

Democrats at Saratoga. 


GEORGE RAINES OF ROCHESTER SELECT- 
ED AS TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN. 


Mr. Raines’ Speech—A Protest Against 
the Tammany Delegations in Every 
Assembly District in New York City— 
A Recess Till To-Morrow-—The Oam- 
paign in Maryland. 


SARATOGA, N. T., Sept. 15.—The streets of 
this city were noisy all through the early 
morning hours. There was roomin the ho- 
tels for all the crowd of strangers who had 
come to the convention, but several hun- 
dren of them preferred to hold a jubilee in 
the hotel corridors and in the streets. 
When morning came the delegates and 
their friends began to turn out and at 9 
o’clock the brass bands opened up their cam- 
paign of noise. Theonly bit of political gos- 
sip of any importance that floated about the 
lobbies during the morning was the an- 
nouncement that Maynard had withdrawn 
from the contest for Attorney -Gen- 
eral in favor of Rosendale. This 
seemed to insure the nomination 
of Rosendale, Tosimplify the work of the 
convention, there were a number of delega- 
tion meetings held this morning, for the pur- 
pose of selecting State committeemen chief- 
ly. The Oounty Democracy met during the 
morning and decided notto earry its con- 
tests for seats in the convention before the 
committee, but to go before the full conven- 
tion with the Gemand that their 
thirty-six representatives be ad- 
mitted. They refase to go before the 
committee on the ground that they are not 
contests. The rink in which the convention 
was held was occupied by the Jeffersonian 
Club all the morning. The delegates began 
to arrive atillo’clock. There was not the 
rush for seats in the body of the hall that may 
be expected at the next session of the con- 
vention because the preliminary work has 
been well outlined and there was but little 
interest in it. 

A conspicuous figure on the platform was 
the thtee-foot mascot of Tanimany Hall, in 
the full costume ofan Indian and carrying a 
small nag. There was a number of ladies on 
the platform. The delegates as they took 
their seats found spread out before thema 
big circular setting forth the claims of Alfred 
O. Chapin tothe nomination for Governor. 
On the second page was a fine photo-engrav- 
ing of Mr, Chapin. 

THE SHEEHAN MEN. 

At 11:45 the Erie County Sheehan delegation 
entered the hall headed by a brass band and 
carrying ajbanner with Sheehan’s picture. 
There was some cheering but the enthusiasm 
was hot marked. 

Robert Oppenheim of the Troy Central La- 
bor Council wasan early visitor to the con- 
vention hall with a resolution which he 
wished to have adopted by the Committee on 
Platform, favoring supervision of the pres 
ent obnoxious prison laws that will prevent 
convict labor being brought into competition 
with honest men and women.

The foresight so com mended dates from February, 
1890, and was very hateful to the Republican n- 
gress.

A POWERFUL ANTI-PAENELL ORDER TO 
ABSORB THE LAND LEAGUE. 


Dr. Thomas O’Reilly a Vice-President of 
the Federation—A Call for a Meeting to 
Be Issue@ at Once—The Land League 
Convention Ignored — A Stirring Ad- 


dress. 


Hon. Richard O. Kerens of this city has just 
returned from New York, and his return will 
mark the beginning ofa sensation in Irish 
circles that promises the hottest fight yet 
known among home rule sympathizers in this 
country. 

Within the next few days, and following a 
conference with Dr. Thomas O'Reilly which 
will take place to-day or to-morrow, Mr. 
Kerens will issue a call to the patriotic Irish- 
men of St. Louis and the State of Missouri. 
The call will be for a meeting to be held im- 
mediately, and the object of the meeting is 
the organization of local branches of the 
„Irish Federation of America. 

The Irish National Federation of America 

proposes to absorb the Irish National Land 
League. The reason for absorptionis based 
upon the claim that the Land League is so 
thoroughly under the contro] of Parnell that 
its usefulmess to the Irish cause is destroyed, 
and its only claim to existence thereby wiped 
out. 
The prospect fora peculiarly bitter fight 
arises from counter charges made by Land 
League adherents to-day that the National 
Federation ts as completely under the con- 
trol of Justin McCarthy as the League could 
possibly be under that of Parnell, and that 
the new Federation is therefore forcinga 
fight on the issue of leadership alone. 

The result, it is predicted, in consequence 
will be that in the fight between the two per- 
sonal factions the cause of Irish home rule 
and Irish unity will be forgotten and the 
solid formation of Irish sympathizers in 
America be wofully shattered. 

Mr. Kerens’ return to St. Louis on such a 
mission is made at a moment that renders a 
serious Clash inevitable. Following a call

The convention follows the meeting of the 
National Executive Committee, held in St.

Parnell’s course alone in withholding from 
the suffering tenantry of Ireland the $208,000 
tied up in the bank of Monroe & Co. of Paris, 
is enough to alienate from him the support of 
all Irish sympathizers. That money was 
contributed from America, and it should 
go for the purpose for which it 
was contributed. At the New York 
meeting last Thursday I introduced a resolu- 
tion demanding the release of those funds, 
and their release will be insisted upon by the 
Federation as one of its fret steps. The Irish 
National Land League seems to be committed 
irrevocably to the leadership of Parnell, 
and we believe such leadership to threaten 
fatal results to the Irish cause. 
It is upon that issue that the federation 
is formed. It means no personal fight upon 
President Fitzgerald of the National Land 
League, but it does mean a fight forthe best 
interests of Ireland. 

The Irish National Land League, astit ex- 
ists now, has outlived its usefulness. The 
convention, to be held in Chicago Oct. 1, will 
not amount to very much, for the reason 
that it will not be strictly national. New 
York will send no delegation; Philadelphia 
will send no delegation ,and there are several 
other Eastern cities, and indeed States, 
which will not be represented. 

About the only thing left of the Land 
League in Ireland is its sign, and we believe 
that the Federation will supplant it in this 
country as it has in Ireland. The time has 
come to abandon Parnell, and it that means 
necessarily to abandon the Land League, 
why, it will be done. I shall begin at once on 
the Federation movement in St. Louis, and it 
will also be carried on all over the country.’’

The formation of the Fed- 
eration as an anti-Parnell organization 
is bound to have the effect of dividing Irish 
sympathizers into two hostile factions. 
Rather than have this occur it would be 
better to throw Doth Parnell and McCarthy 
overboard and unite upon another leader. 
But before making sucha change it is best 
to be assured that unity of action 
cannot be guaranteed in some probably less 
costly way. 

As tothe action of New York and Phila- 
delphiain ignoring the Chicago Convention, 
there is nothing to be feared from that. The 
Land League is still composed of the men 
who have stood in its ranks 
since its very inception in 
1879, and they are not to be frightened by the 
fashionable element that has come into the 
League since it becamea power. These men 
who are at the head of the Federation have 
been valuable to the Irish cause, and 
their large individual subscriptions to 
the cause have always been thankfully 
received. But those subscriptions, generous 
as they were, do not entitle the gentlemen to 
the privilege of either ignoring the League or 
of ‘absorbing’ it. Many of the gen- 
tlemen now prominent in the Fed- 
eration are comparatively new in 
the great work of aiding Ireland. 
They do not know the real power of the 
Irish National Land League organization. 
They will find that it is still supreme in Irish 
affairs, and that itis not to be absorbed or 
set aside. The Chicago convention will 
demonstrate the fact that the League still 
has at its back the great Irish population of 
this country which has always done the real 
work for Ireland. 

The local developments in the organization 
of the Irish National Federation are likely to 
become intensely interesting during the 
next few weeks. Mr. R. C. Kerens’ call fôr a 
meeting will be the first formal notice of the 
beginning of such developments.

WAR RUMORS. 


The ‘<temporary’? occupation of Mity- 
lene by a British naval force, apparently 
with the acquiescence of Turkey, indicates 
the helplessness of the latter power as a 
bone of contention between England and 
Russia. It is a concession extorted by En- 
gland as compensation for the conces- 
sion extorted by Russia of the right 
to send armed vessels through the 
Dafdaneiles. England is protecting Tur- 
key and arbitrating the disputes between 
the latter and Russia as the monkey 
divided the cheese for the two cats. As other 
Powers waht some of the cheese, these ill- 
disguised resorts to force increase the ten- 
sion of a situation already charged with 
explosives and warlike frictions. 

The fear that the Czar is about to pre- 
cipitate a general war in Europe by an- 
other advance toward Constantinople is 
evidently based upon the fact that he can 
hardly hope to finda more favorable op- 
portunity for defying England and the 
Dreibund than is presented by the situa- 
tion of affairs in Europe this fall. 

Itis plain that France is holding her 
great army in check only till the Ozsar 
shall give her along coveted opportunity 
to makeadash for Alsace and Lorraine 
when Germany is assailed by another pow- 
erful foe from the opposite side. 
On. the side of the Dreibund Italy 
is already threatened with financial 
ruin by the terrible strain up- 
on her resources. The clashing race 
elements of which Austria-Hungary is 
composed were never before in a more 
divergent humor, and are held together 
only by the brittle thread of FRawncis 
Josmru’s life. The food problem forced 
upon Germany by her crop failures would 
cripple her in a war to sustain the Drei- 
bund, with France attacking on one side 
and Russia on the other. 

Whether the war shall take the shape of 
united action on the part of Europe against 
France and Russia, or follow a more com- 
plicated line, the European markets will 
be kept open for our exports, and while 
the others are fighting for territory we will 
doubtless manage to appropriate a larger 
share of the world’s peaceful trade,

THE signs of feverish activity in Russian 
military circles point to the spot where the 
greatest danger of kindling the war flame 
in Hurope exists. The Russian imperial 
policy has been to distract attention from 
internal troubles and arouse the patriotic 
spirit of the people by plunging into war, 
and there never was more pressing occa- 
sion for the exercise of this policy than 
there is now.

convention was called last August by the 
Fort Worth Convention and an Executive 
Committees, U. 8. Hall of Missourt, T. P. Sar- 
gent of Texas, and W. A. McCallister of Mis- 
sissippi, was appointed to see that 
all the State Alliances in the 
country opposéa to the sub-treasury 
and land loan movement sent delegates. The 
result isa : gathering of about two hundred 
substantial looking, well dressed farmers, 
with the flavor of the plough and 
the fields about them, quite a dif- 
ferent convention from that at Pertle 
Springs the other day. More delegates are 
expected to-morrow, and they are straggling 
in by every train. Most of those in town are 
at the Laclede, but some are at Hurst’s, and 
a few are seattered about the smaller and 
cheaper hotels in the city. 
SOME PROMINENT DELEGATES. 

Among the best known of the delegates 
who got in this morning are the famous 
Texas McCallister, R. O. Bragg of Texas, 
Hall of Canoti, T. J. Patillo of 
Texas, J. L. Goodman of Dallas County, 
Texas, an influential editor; Judge 
R. C. Madison, ud McCormack and James 
Ackley of Jefferson, V. B. Webb and C. R. 
Wily of Crawford County, Mo., and W. J. 
Gates of St. Louis Coufity. There was ho 
register Kept of the delegates and few of 
them had come with the idea that creden 
tials were necessary. There were no badges. 
White hats were conspicuous, and more long 
beards streaked with gray appeared among 
the delegates than business-like mustaches 
or foppish side-whiskers. Around the hall 
where the convention was held were banners 
bearing Alliance ifiscriptions. Among them 
were:

HALL TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN. 

At 10 o’clock Mr. Hall called the convention 
to order and called for nominations for tem- 
porary chairman. He himself was nomi- 
nated by several delegates, some of them 
making hearty little speeches ofeulogium. He 
was elected unanimously, and William H. 
Murray of Texas was made temporary secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Hall made a little speech ‘saying that 
the object of the convention was to protest 
against the Alliance being prostituted to 
the personal ends of politicians, and then 
read the Fort Worth resolution denouncing 
the sub-treasury scheme. 

A Tennessee delegate then moved that all

A LABOR AGITATOR SLIPS IN, 

Fred Swaine, the st. Louis labor agitator, 
who had come tothe hall for some purpose 
and was leaning on the railing 
of the stairs leading into the 
room, moved in at the passage of the mo- 
tion, and took a seat in the midst ofa up 
of Southern farmers wearing flannel shirts 
and boots, 

McAllister moved that the Fort 
Worth platform be adopted by 
arising vote, and that any present who 
were unwilling to indorse it shouldleave the 
room. Wade of Tennessee deprecated such a 
step at the vary outset of the convention be- 
fore even it mas organized, and 
the motion was withdrawn. A 
recess of five minutes was then 
taken to allow the State delegations to select 
members of the Credentials Committee, Their 
promptness would have put an assembiage 
of politicians to shame. There was a noisy 
rising from chairs, atramping towards the 
back part of the hall, a dus of 
voices, and in ten minutes Chairman Hau 
rapped his ga vel and the delegates were all 
in their seats again.

Chairman Hall put W. H. McClintock of Mis- 
souri in the chair and went on the floor 
himself to clear up the hate that seemed to 
be settling over the deliberations. He said 
that he did not want this Convention to do 
only what the farmers had been doing for 400 
years—‘ ‘resolute and adjourn.’’ He wanted to 
form a complete new organisation of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and send out a Gorps of 
lecturers to repute the heresies of the men 
who now had possession of the order. The 
convention should form a complete new or- 
ganization and fight the  office-seeking 
demagogues who had the alliance now. 

Mr. McCallister said that the Mississippi Al- 
lance had violated the principles of the or- 
der by telling him to indofse the sub-treas- 
ury or be expelled. Ih that State, and in 
Texas, the sub-tréasuryimen had organized a 
despotism and were trying to browbeat 
the farmers into going into 
the sub-treasury scheme.

SPECT OF DISSENSION. 

It is e t that there is a strong party in 
the convention who will not consent to 
organize a rival body to the AI- 
liance, although they oppose the 
sub-treasury. Rev. Pope Yeaman is the 
most influential of them. The Hall men are 
in the majority, however, and they will be 
able to put through any plan they decide 
upon, The scheme adopted will probably be 
the appointment of an active committee, witip 
Hall at its head, to fight the land loan men. 
For Missouri this will mean only a fight with. 
in the Alliance, the antis being so 
strong here, but for the diele - 
gates from other States it will be 
virtually desertion, as their Alliances are 
Ifkely to expel them for attending the St, 
Louis convention. 

This convention will have no effect upon the 
national convention of the Alliance at In- 
Gianapolis, the Pertle Springs convention 
having selected delegates to that.

Terence Campbell Charged With th. Mur.

Nedsno, Mo., Sept. 15.—This city ts all ex. 
citement to-day over the arrest of Terenc, 
Campbell, who hes near Ritchie, tun 
county, last night, charged with the murder 
of his beautiful daughter, aged 11, near 
Ritchie, in June last, of which full particy. 
lars were published inthe Post-Dispircy at 
the time. Maggie Campbell went to Ritchis 
to buy some groceries and get the mai), and 
on her war home was brutally mur. 
dered. Great excitement prevailed at tue 
time, bnt all efforts to locate the perpetrator 
of the horrible crime were unavailing. Tus 
officers have been on the alert since the day 
of the murder, but every clew when followed 
out only made the case more mysterious. 
On Monday a man by the name of smith 3 
farmer living near Granby, this county, ang 
who is an intimate friend of the Campbells, 
caused the arrest of Terence Campbell. The 
prisoner was brought to this city at a late 
hour last night and is now inearcerated in 
the county jail, where he will remain untl 
the case can be investigated. The evidence 
will be very strong against Campbell as the 
witnesses are in good standing in the com- 
munity and claim they have the most posi. 
tive evidence of his guilt. 

The web of evidence is said to be complete 
and points to Campbell as the guilty wretch 
in one of the most shocking murders in the 
annals of crime, 

The murder of Maggie Campbell was one of 
the most horrible crimes ever committed in

Balmaceda Safe Under the Folds of the 


. United States Flag. 


: 


The Part Which Admiral Brown is Said 
to Have Taken in Aiding the Fugitive 
Dictator to Escape From Chilian Ter- 
ritory—Smuggled on the Warship in 
the Disguise of a Sailor. 


While the soldiers of the Junta were en- 
countering perils in their searches of the 
Andes passes, and the police of every city in 
the land were peering about the monasteries 
in which it was thought likely he was con- 
cealed, the dethroned Dictator was in this 
city, hiding in the house of a friend. In 


truth he was safer in Valparaiso than in any 


other spot in Ohili, for the reason that 
the Junta never suspected that he would 
dare return there, or in fact could 
return and avoid detection in doing so. But 
it now transpires that he has been here since 
a few Gays after the surrender of Santiago. 

The story of his escape to the United States 
cruiser San Francisco, as told here, places 
Admiral Brown in the position of conniving 
at the escape of one of the enemies of the es- 
tablished government of Chili, and may form 
the basis of another international complica- 
tion, if the details of the affair now current 
prove to be true. It is claimed that Admiral 
Brown only did what all the other foreign 
admirals would have done under 
similar circumstances. He stepped in 
to save possibly A human life. 
In the name of humanity he consented to af- 
ford Balmaceda the shelter of his ship and 
the protection of the Stars and Stripes. 

To effect the ex-President’s escape it wi 
decided to have Balmaceda disguise himself 
as a drunken Pnited States sailor. The cloth- 
ing was sentasbore in a market boat last 
night by order of Admiral Brown. It was 
smuggled by one of Balmaceda’s faithful ad- 
herents into the house where the ex-Presi- 
dent was in hiding. He carefully donned it, 
and after a close inspection of his new and 
strange attire to see that there was nothing 
about the get-up which would arouse sus- 
picion, he stole out by a rear entrance into 
the street. Night-fall favored his disguise, 
and he had studied his part so well that he 
feigned a drunken tar to perfection. On his 
way toward the water front he rolled by 
many men who would have been delighted 
tohave had the chance to seize and turn 
him over tothe police authorities. In time 
he reached the spot in the harbor that had 
been agreed upon. There he founda boat 
awaiting him. It was manned by sturdy 
United States man-of-warsmen. Balmaceda, 
still maintaining his disguise, made his Anal 
drunken stumble and fellinto the boat. It 
pushed off at once, and in a short time the ex- 
President, all signs of inebriety at an end, 
clambered swiftly up the ropes and was 
saved. He went at once to one of the cabins 
aft of the San Francisco and did not again 
show himself above deck. That part of the 
vessel was reserved solely forits prominent 
guest. Nobody was allowed to visit his cabin. 

The officers of the San Francisco were ques- 
tioned about the matter, but refused to dis- 
cuss it. The San Francisco left Valparaiso 
this evening for Callao. Thence he will sail 
for California. Balmaceda may elect to land 
at Callao, where many of his leading par- 
tisans have already been taken by foreign 
ships, on board which they sought refuge 
after the fall of Valparaiso. 


The surrender of Valparaiso marked the 
end of Balmaceda’s rule in Chill, and the fall 
of Santiago into the hands of the insurgents 
followed so quickly that the world was sur- 
— when the news came that the Dictator 

ad escaped capture with the troops that 
had followed is fortunes. The battle 
which gave — © ep into the control of 
the Congressional!

This incident probably forever severs Bal- 
maceda’s connection with Chilian history. 
He is but 66 years old and with the gold he 
has managed to pluck from the national 
treasury, may live many years in luxurious 
exile. From the time he took the reins of 
— — in Septemder, 1986, the people 

ave been averse to his policy and his rule. 
He is said to de a man of keen receptions, 
and seeing the clouds gathering, sought 
to avert the storm that was to finally 
overwhelm him in the fury of revolution. 
But he lacked nerve, was cruei to his enemies 
and vaciliating with his friends. His Cabi- 
net was chan thirteen times in the five 

ears of his rule. This confession of unsta- 

ty caused criticism and weakened his 

pect for continuing in wer. Events 
soon hastened the climax. he quarrel with 
the Oongress ripened into revolution. A 
provisional government, or Junta, was set 
up by the Congressionalists, an army was 
raised and war ravaged the country,until the 
end came on the heights of Vino del Mar, and 
Balmaceda was a fugitive.

Cattlemen Anxious to Make St. Louis 
Their Headquarters. 


‘"The predictions that St. Louis would 
greatly increase asa cattle center that have 


been made during the last two or three 
years,’’ said R. A. Davis of Dodge City, 


Kan., who passed through the city this 
was seen in the corridor of the 
of fine cattle to 

be realized. The shipments of One cattie 
East St. Louis have been larger than they 
have been for several years, and there is 
more to come. The demand fora receiving 
on this side of the river is 
cons increasing, and if the plans 
made by a number of cattlemen are carried 
out, there will be one before long. The public 
does not appreciate the change that has 
taken place in the cattle business during the 
last two years and es yin the country 
that would nat be tributary to 
Bt. Lo severai years, in 
fact, ever since the proclamation of 
President Cleveland expelling the cattlemen 
from the Indian Territory, most of the range 
owners were on the verge of bankruptcy. 
The large number of cattle forced to sale de- 
pressed the markets, and this depression 
was continued by the compulsory sale of 
young stock to meet inde hess. Under 
these conditions nothing could be undertaken 
by the cattlemen that required any expendi- 
ture of money, and nothing was done to- 
ward increasing the shipping facilities of this 
city. Now, affairs are in a different atti- 
tude. The process of liquidation is about 
complete and the stock-feeders are now more 
on their feet. The national inspection laws 
are having a great effect in increasing our 
Euro fade. and the necessity for more 
inspection points to free the cattlemen from 
the grasp of the dressed beef combine is ap- 
parent. For us of the Southwest no 
point is so convenient as St. Louis, 
and if there were cattle-yards here our 
rofits would be greater and our losses would 
much smaller. Thetime spent on freight 
carsis much more important t ck than 
most ple imagine, and while *cattle could 
be delivered in St. Louis from the ranges in 
condition, experience has shown that 
to send them as far as Chicago 
entails a heavy loss. Negotiations are now 
in pro ss look! to the erection of yards 
here which will be free of the control of the 
beef combine, andif they are successfully 
carried through, it is certain that St. Louis 
will become one of the most important, if not 
the most important, cattle markets inthe 
country asthe cattlemen would be far more 
inclined to deal witha corporationin which 
they are interested than with one that has 

always occupied a bostile position.’’

FEAR IT WILL FALL. 


An Alarming Report About Twelfth 


TWENTY OF THE COLUMNS IN A Da- 
GEROUS CONDITION. 


It Is Declared Absolutely Unsafe by the 
Bridge Engineer—The Street Commis- 
sioner Appeals to the Mayor—Imme- 
diate Action WNecessary—The New 
Union Market—Municipal Matters. 


In the early part of the present year the 
Post-DisPaTcH called the attention of the 
city officials to the urgent necessity of doing 
something toward replacing the Twelfth 
street bridge with a new one and making 
that structure equal to the demands upon it. 
The bridge engineer at the time completed 
his plans fora new bridge and made all the 
necessary estimates of cost. The Municipal 
Assembly and the other city officials did not 
seem to realizethe importance of the case 
and ignored the bridge entirely. No 
money was apprepriated for the bridge 
and nothing done toward even keeping 
it ma safe condition. Asa result of this neg- 
ligence, which can be divided among the 
various city officers, the bridge has become 
absolutely unsafe. The Street Department 
is just awakening to a realization of the ne- 
cessities of the case, and is now making a 
strenuous effort to have something done. 

In his letter to the Street Commissioner 
the bridge engineer states that the columns 
are splitand cracked. Why they were al- 
lowed to fall to pieces and why columns that 
would split were put in originally has not 
yet been explained. The situation is very 
clearly shown in the letters which have 
passed in the various departments on the 
subject. 

THE MAYOR ASKS FOR INFORMATION. 

The Mayor sent the following communica- 
tion to-day: 

MAYOR'S OFFICE, 
Sr. Louis, Sept. 14, 1891.

COMMISSIONER MURPHY’S WARNING. 

In his communication to the Mayor Maj. 
Murphy expressed clearly the importance of 
the case and the dangers that are constantly 
increasing. He said: 

The bridge was not when originally 
constructed to meet the demands of the existing 
traffic, and its present condition calls for pear 
action, inorder that no serious consequences will 
ensue to life or property. 

I placed in my last annua! estimate an item for the 
foundation work of this viaduct; but the condition of 
the municipal revenue prevented the appropriation 


being made. 

If you do not consider the engineer’s report su- 
ciently conclusive as regards the condition of the 
bridge. I would respectfully suggest that you re- 
quest the engineers of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, Messrs. Burnet. Holman and Southerd, to 


examine the structure and report the fact t you.

cause I deem it of vital importance that some action 
should be taken promptly towards its reconstruc- 
tion. It is a matter ot great concern to myself and 
my assistant, because we fuily realize the danger 
now existing from its present condition. 

ENGINEER GAYLER’S OPINION. 


Engineer Gayler, who has been working 
fora new bridge fortwo years described its 
present condition fully to the Mayor, and 
says: 

A thorough examination ofthe tron work 
has shown that twenty phoenix columns have 
either to be taken out and replaced new 
columns, or that wooden posts will hdve to 
be inserted in their place to support the 
superstructure. Every one of these columns 
are split open lengthways, more or less, by 
the breaking of rivets, and there is no delay 
whatever to be thought of. 

A renewal of the posts by new iron or steel 
columns is not warranted by the condition of 
the iron guides, floor beams, etc., which 
also suffered considerably from rust, particu- 
larly in that part of the bridge which is directly 
over the main tracks of the Union Depot, 
where it is impossible to effectually protect 
the iron by paint. The funds available for 
repairs would also be insufficient for this 
work. 

From the accounts of bridge repairs kept 
in this office it appears that not less than 
$65,000 beyond what a substantially built 
bridge would have cost in re- 
pairs has since the completion of 
Twelfth street bridge been spent in 
reconstructing and repairing the same, and 
now we are called upon to incur another con- 
siderable expense to make it safe. And after 
all the present bridge is not sufficient for the 
increased traffic, as there should be provis- 
track room forthe rapid 
traffic beside a roadway for other vehicles, 
but itis also exposed to constant danger 
from derailment. 

For the above considerations I respectfuliy 
request you to make an effort to obtain the 
necessary appropriation for the masonry of 
a new bridge this fall. If followed by an 
appropriation for the superstructure in the 
summer session of the Municipal Assembly 
next year, we can expect to finish the work 
before the new City Hall is completed and 
will in the meantime uphold the present 
bridge by the necessary shoring.’’ 

The board members addressed by the Mayor 
will to-day visit the bridge and make an ex- 
amination, but as it is asserted by the Comp 
troller that there is not a dollar in the Treas- 
ury unappropriated, it makes the situation 
look very dismal for the Twelfth street 
Bridge.

Something About Former Efforts to Pro- 
duce the Opera in Paris. 

Paris, Sept. 15.—Thé Gress rehearsal ot 
Lohengrin“ is..proceédtng to-Gay. It has 
deen announced that the opera will be pro- 
duced on next Friday evening, by which time 
it is thought the misguided patriotism of the 
opposition will have had time to cool. 


This is not the first time the proposed p 
sentation of ‘‘Lobengrin’’ has created a 
commotion in Paris and other cities of 
France. Fifteen years ago an attempt was 
made to produce it at the opera. e idea 
was then greeted with such a storm of disap- 
proval that it was hastily abandoned. Six 

ears later M. Carvalho announced 

is intention of producing it at 
the Opera OComique, but again 
opposition was too strong, and Lohengrin“ 
was once more shelved. in 1887 M. Lamour- 
eaux leased the Eden Theater, and began 
active pre tions for a series of represent- 
ations of the opera. The most elaborate cos- 
tumes and scenery were ordered. For six 
months careful preparation was made, and at 
the end ofthat time one performance was 

ven. The riotinginthe street and at the 

oors of the theater was so bad that the au- 
thorities, panic stricken, ordered the opera 
withdrawn. Later the directors of the opera- 
house determined on another attempt to pro- 
duce 4 ** but their contract ex- 
pressly fo e them producing any foreign 
opera without permission from the govern- 
ment and they failed of this permission. 

The idea next took possession of provincial 
managers. The theater at Toulouse went so 
far as to purchase of M. Lamoureux much of 
his old scenery and costumes. Fearing to 
be distanced by vincials the directors had 
the courage to give at a benefit pe 
at the Opera- house one act of Lohengrin.

THE AMERICAN ROADSTER 


THE TROTTER, THE HACKNEY AND THE 
SHOW CARRIAGE HORSE. 


The Duke of Mariborough Behind Dick 
Swiveller—How Na Came to Be 
a Horseman—t of the Coach- 
ing Oustom—The Hackney Breeders. 


New Tom, Sept. 12.—America owes a big 
debt of. gratitude to the men who have de- 
veloped the. roadster type of horse in this 
country. The farmers in Orange County can 
well afford to build the proposed monument 
to Rysdyk’s Hambietonian at Chester, where 
the old horse lies buried. 

In England, for generations, rich men have 


raised hunters. The very term ‘‘thorough- 


bred’’ speaks of long years of breeding. The 
ability to jump a fence and-carry a heavy 
weight stoutly across meadow, pasture and 
plowed land in the wake of a fox, 
has been developed in this long 
legged animal at the expense of the 
more practical qualities of the roadster. 
Except for the hackney horses, the big gap 
between the hunter and the cart horse is not 
very well filledin England, or France, or 
Germany either, for that matter. When, 
once in a while, a pairof well-matched Amer- 
ican roadsters, light, perfectly broken to the 
pole, kind, tractable and well under control, 
is seen on an English road pulling a light 
wagon at a 2:30 or even 2:40 gait, the eyes of 
our transatiantic cousins bulge out with 
astonishment. 

The fact is, the Americans, the most prac- 
tical people in the world, have evolved a 
practical horse. The improvement of 
trotting stock has been worth millions of 
dollars to the country, worth many times its 
utmost cost in time and money. 

The successful trotter is more than a mere 
money-making machine. The unsuccessful 
trotteris a first-rate roadster and the de- 
scendants of both in the third and fourth 
generation are the best general purpose“ 
horses in the world. The great Percheron 


Arrangement of Reins for a Three-in- Hand, 


and Clydesdale horses are admirable for 
heavy trucking, but heavy trucking grows 
relatively less important with the multipli- 
cation of railway lines and the perfection of 
docks, elevators and canals. The general 
purpose horse, on the contrary, grows more 
valuable. The farmer who has got the 
stumps all pulled out of his fields has no 
more use for oxen, but wants a lively, handy 
team of medium weight, equally clever at 
pulling a mowing machine over a big field in 
a reasonable time or making a quick trip to 
market. Nine out of ten farming operations 
depend more upon a horse’s docility and

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


DR. STIMSON TELLS HOW THE MOVE 
MENT AROSE AND GREW IN ENGLAND. 


An Interesting Record of a Great Work— 
Real University Instruction Is Impart- 
ed—Significant Figures Showing What 
Could Be Done in St. Louis. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disraren. 
LUCERNE, Switzerland, Aug. 20, 1891. 

I wish I could feel that you could give me 
space to discuss a subject which I believe has 
immense significance for Missouri and the 
West. I mean university extension. As itis 
I shall confine my self to taking advantge ofa 
leisure morning and writing a single letter. 

The London papers contain notices of the 
annual report of the Oxford University Ex- 
tension Committee, and their figures stir me 
to desire to say to the friends at 
home some things that have been in my 
mind. There is no reason why we should 
wait 500 years as England has done to dis- 
cover that an endowed institution of higher 
learning really belongs tothe State, and has 
duties tothe whole people instead of existing 
to nurse a cloistered few or to coddle a 
favored class. In France and Germany, and 
in dee d generally on the continent, every boy 
knows not only that thereisa straight path 
open to him from the bottom to the top ofa 
thorough education, but also that his success 
in life depends upon his pursuing it. In En- 
gland hitherto the universities have stood 
entirely aloof from the great mass of the peo- 
ple, and the education they offer has been 
considered the concern only of the 
few who, by birth or exceptional tal- 
ents, were supposed capable of receiv- 
ing it. But a great change has come 
about. England is putting forth efforts to 
take her place among the nations that really 
educate their people, that are both heroic 
and revolutionary. The new movement be- 
gan in the universities themselves, and with 
untversity men some fifty years ago, and has 
advanced with a fullness and thoroughness 
which are characteristic of Dagland when 
she really gets at work. The new conception 
is that the university has duties tothe whole 
people, and the new undertaking is the estab- 
lishment of what may be called a university 
garrison in as many towns and cities as pos- 
sible. When one looks at Washington Uni- 
versity, for example, and Drury College and 
the State University and our other more or 
less well indorsed institutions of higher 
learning, with their faculties of cultivated 
men whose lives are devoted to education, 
and sees the small hold they have upon the 
people as measured by the numberof stu- 
dents. especially the number taking full 
courses, andthe ignorance and indifference 
that exists among the peoplein regard to 
them, it is Very clear that we in Missouri are 
in the same condition that England was, and 
that our higher schools have no time to waste 
in establishiag similar garrisons. Just 
what, then, arethe English universities do- 
ing? 

THOROUGH WORE. 

To begin with, they are reaching the peo- 
ple, not as largely as they need, nor 
as largely as they plan, but largely 
enough to challenge admiration. Remember 
that these figures are to be multiplied by at 
least three to represent what is doing by 
Cambridge and London as well and then 
readthis from the Oxford report for the 
year ending July 81, 1891. One hundred and 
ninety-two courses of lectures delivered by 
88 different lecturers sent down bythe uni- 
versity to 146 different places. Of these courses 


inations, for which 1,870 persons presented 
themselves, of whom 1,165 received certifi- 
cates, and 501 certificates of distinction. The 
Oxford courses have really been going on but 
five years and the rapidity of their growth 
is shown in the increase in the 
number of the courses in that time from 27 
to 192, and in attendance from 9,908 to 20,248, 
while the average 17 of study has ex- 
tended from eight and a half weeks to twelve 
anda half. To this must be added that the 
summer school at Oxford is just closing, 
where as an outcome and adjunct of the uni- 
versity extension work over a thousand 
people from all parts of England have been 
enjoying several weeks of continuous resi- 
dence in the university and instruction in 
m-ny lines from its best men. 

} ow Just what does this mean, and how has 
it deen Drought about? Both questions can 
be answe in one. 

The programme was sketched. When be- 
fore the Oxford University Commission of 
1850 Mark Pattison said: ‘‘The ideal ofa na- 
tional university is that it should be coexten- 
sive with the nation; it should be the common 
source of the whole of the higher instruction 
of the country. It should strike its roots 
freely into the subsoil of 0 and draw 
from it new elements of life and sustenance 
of mental and moral power. The univer- 
sity,’’ said Prof. Hussey to the same com- 
mission, ‘‘seems bound to do something to 
meet the wants of the increasing numbers of 
the population, and especial to make 
more openin for those for whom a 
preet pert of its advantages were always in- 

ended, the youth of promise who have not 
at present the means of obtaining university 
education for themselves, not because they 
are — merely, as objects ofipity, nor yet as 
a different order to be distinguished by 
badges, but because they show talent and 
industry and willingness ana desire to im- 
prove themselves, and because they ought 
not to be shut out from the advantages open 
to other persons, with whom they might suc- 
cessfully compete.’’ IIook, said another 
gentioman, for the extension of the uni- 
versity to the poor. 
HOW THE MOVEMENT GREW. 

There is not time to give the details of the 
progress of forty years. The steps that most 
concern us are those by which the untversi- 
ties actually undertook to send down lecturers 
into the country. In 1867 an invitation from 
a group of ladies in the North of England 
came to Prof. Stuart of Cambridge to lecture 
tothem. The outcome ofthis was, in time, 
Newnham College, which, with Girton, 
wy soon after, established for the first 
time a permanent institution for the e@uca- 
tion of women inthe university, and pre- 
pared the way for the multitude of women 
who are now attending the university exten- 
sion lectures or pursuing the regular univer- 
sity curriculum. 

Inthe same yeas one of the junior man- 
agers of the railway works at Orewe invited 
the sume Prof. Stuart to give a lecture to the 
workingmen there. It was upon Meteors, 
and met with such acceptance that it awak- 
ened the desire out of which grewthe first 
university extension class. In 1872 the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge took the matter up so 
far as to perceive that the public mind was 

repared for educational advance and that 

he university is the proper agency to lead it; 
it thereu nted a syndicate to see 
what could one. This committee re- 
rted favorably and since then the work has 
en Officially recognized and con- 
ducted. The university secures the lecturers, 
arranges the details in correspondence with 
the local committees and conducts the ex- 
aminations.

sense of magazine articles and money 
making devices; they are all the best

them. The common people need the knowl- 
edge not only for its use in life, but because 
the mind needs a wider range than that of 
the daily avocation; and even the dullest la- 
borer is — and made happier by being 
led into nelds of thought otherwise closed to 
him. The public library is a great power, 
beyond question. But how few use it for 
other than trivial purposes. We ali need the 
stimulus of fellow students and the strong 
guiding hand and inspiring presence of the 
accomplished teacher. Oxford has just in- 
troduced a system of traveling libraries to 
— their lecturers and supplement their 
work. 

A vision rises before me of what could be 
done at home. Suppose that a central office 
should be opened in connection with Wash 
ington University and a secretary appointed 
to conduct correspondence and arrange for 
local courses of lectures wherever possible 
in the State. He, with the aid of a small com- 
mittee, could secure the services of such lec- 
turers from any of our higher institutions as 
were willing toserve. Their compensation, 
without being large, could easily be ade- 
22 In England $150 is found to cover all 
the outlay fora course of six lectures, and 
$300 one of twelve. The average for the 
entire expense of the extension work has 
been at the rate ofabout 25 cents for each 
attendant at each lecture. This includes the 
lecture, the attending hour of class question- 
ing, the final examination and the certifi- 
cate. Part of this money has been provided 
by outside sources, so that the cost tothe 
public has been considerably less. 

A HINT TO sr. LOUIS MILLIONAIRES. 

I am sure there are large minded men 
enough in St. Louls to come forward with 
what money might be needed to inaugurate 
such a work if it were undertaken. A . 
ning has already n made 
the Eastern notably 
Pennsylvania and diana. Missouri 
ought not to be behind. Our need is cer- 
tainly very great. Indeed this quickening of 
our intellectual life, especially in the smaller 
communities, though St. Louis is no excep- 
tion, is, it seems to me just now, our great 
need. We have the institutions and the 
men. Will they take the lead? They dia it 
in England when the public demand became 
apparent. Ifthe public with us will begin to 
speak, lam sure the demand will be met. 
**Educate, Educate, Educate!’’ is the reiter - 
ated cry everywhere on this side 
ofthe water. It comesfrom all classes and 
itisinsistent. It is already producing tre- 
mendous results in every department of pro- 
duction andin every line of life. We must 
heed it more intently at home or we shall be 
left far behind in the contest of life. No fact 
over here is more significant than the way in 
which everywhere the workingmen are tak- 
ing hold of it. They have discovered not only 
that Knowledge is power, but that ignorance 
is helplessness and — as well.
